Retail price ceilings go Into ef- 


fect on beef today — but 
don't 


count on general price-slashing at 
your butcher shop. 


Some of the now beef prices will 


be higher, some lower, some un- 
changed. 


Many stores have found the new 


government ceilings permit ad- 
vances 
on several items 
from 


prices they were 
charging 
last 


week. Where competitive condi- 
tions permit, most of these retail- 
ers are expected to take 
advan-

titled to a little relief after being

Checkup Is

Washington, May 14 — t/Vi — The 


congressional check-up of adminis- 
tration economic controls switched 
today to President Truman's new 
wage board, which Senator Taft (R- 
Ohio) says he doesn't like at all. 


The wage board set-up was rec- 


ommended by labor, and endorsed 
by Mr. Truman's farm and public 
mobilization advisers, but bitterly 
opposed by his Industry advisers. 


Labor agreed to go along with the 


mobilisation program —• after its 
walkout in January — only If tho 
wage bunrd was given authority to 
recommend settlement terms in de- 
fense industry labor disputes. It wny
